For 
instance, in the kings’ apartments were 
caryatides fifteen feet high, so boldly 
embroidered in gold that the effect was 
rather that of metal bas-relief than 
of ligitimate embroidery. 

Such extremes, however, but in- 
stanoed the growing appetite for every- 
thing luxurious and showy. The cos- 
tume became a mere mass of embroid- 
ery. Not satisfied with the thousand 
and one grotesque little fripperies of 
dress, many nobiles, with nothing bet- 
ter to employ their time, had their 
robes cut at home and sent for em- 
broidery to the Chinese, whose finesse 
in that art has never been surpassed. 

Queens and their maidens, all ladies 
of leisure. made the novelties of em- 
broidery their pastime, and their gath- 
erings for the comparison of the 
newly-printed designs and stitches were 
but forerunners of that activity which 
today finds its expression in club life. 
Catherine de Medici was an adept in 
this kind of work, and exacted a daily 
amount of siik needlework from her 
daughter Mary, the future Queen of 
Scotiand.
